WASHINGTON. — The Army 
will have about $7.5 billion in new 
money to spend during Fiscal Year 
1957, enough to support a strength 
of 1,045,300 men as of June 30, 
1957, according to the estimates of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee.

Howze Asks 
Improvement 
In ‘Copters 


WASHINGTON, — Development 
of the helicopter still has a long 
way to go to make it satisfactory 
for military use, Maj. Gen. Hamil- 
ton H, Howze, director of Army 
aviation told the 12th annual 
forum of the American Helicopter 
Society last weekend. 

“These are the great problems:” 
he told the society, “expense, main- 
tenance, stability, and guidance 
and flight instrument systems.” 

But in spite of these _problems, 
the helicopter has one quality 
which makes it éssential — to the 
Army and to all aviation. 

“The quality of agility, once it 
has been introduced into aviation, 
is one that can never be foregone,” 
Gen. Howze said. 

“The helicopter is a terribly ex- 
pensive gadgef,” said Howze, He 
described it also as complex and 
said the life of its component parts 
is.too short. 

This means that only a small 
percentage of a helicopter’s life is 
time useful for military work. Too 
much is spent on maintenance. 

“A low availability rate does not 
by any means react towards in- 
creasing the requirement for the 
number of them,” the society was

On May 14, Col, Walsh said, the 
tests at Lee and Lewis will be 
studied by a committee of tech 
service reps and members from Lo- 
gistics, Comptroller and CONARC. 
They will spend a month on the 
draft of a manual on operating 
self-service supply centers (SSSC). 

“We expect to be given approval 
for extending them Army-wide,” 
Col, Walsh said. 

If approval is given, then Logis- 
tics will send copies of the ap 
proved manual to all major com- 
mands, in the United States and 
overseas. Along with the manual 
will go a TAG letter, directing 
each major commander to set up 
at least one SSSC in his area by 
December, this year. 

This center will serve as a pilot 
plant for similar centers to be 
established at all Army installa- 
tions by June 30, 1957. 

Here’s how the system works: 

Regiments, separate ‘battalions 
and uhits of similar sizes are al- 
lowed a monthly dollar credit for 
expendable supplies. These are

There is no limit to, the number 
of trips the sergeant may make to 
the store, so long as he doesn’t 
overdraw. Once the account is used 
up, the unit cannot get any more 
expendable items until the next 
month when it receives new cred- 
its, © 

Gone are the forms that must 
be prepared at least in triplicate. 
Gone are the days for putting in 
requisitions and the days for pick- 
ing up the items requisitioned, 
with the two weeks’ to a month’s 
delay between need and delivery. 

This simple system, Col. Walsh 
pointed out, has built-in controls. 
And it encourages thrift — cost 
consciousness, as the Army calls 
it — without hours of dull lec- 
tures. 

The Berlin operation, Col. Walsh 
said, had resulted in a reduction 
of 13 percent in the value of ex- 
pendable items consumed in the 
Berlin Command over a one-year 
period. In addition, it has made 
it easier for the Berlin property 
officer to justify his request for 
funds with which to buy locally 
procured items. He could prove 
exactly what was needed in the 
command by showing the records 
of the. SSSC operation. 

In addition to ng use of 
supplies, the system Has “saved 
manpower spaces. No additional 
people are required in the SSSCs 
over what had been needed in 
warehouses. And eight people who 
had processed requisitions in the 
past were disposed of when the 
center was set up. 

The sizes of SSSCs will vary 
with the sizes of posts. At large 
and widely separated posts there 
may be a number of sub-centers. 
These might or might not be 
specialized, 

At the end of each month, 
SSSCs. give each major unit (regi- 
ment, separate battalion, ete,) an 
accounting of the amount spent 
and the credits remaining for each 
company in that major unit. 

This gives the major unit com- 
mander a “unit-to-unit” comparison 
of the effectiveness of each unit 
commander in supply management. 
It also gives each company, which

Small unit commanders at an 
early stage in their careers get a 
chance to practice and to be judged 
on their ability at “dollar manage- 
ment,” which is becoming an im- 
portant part of the Army command 
system, By giving units dollars 
instead of items, some responsi- 
bility and authority for getting a 
job done are put back where they 
belong—at the operating level. 

Supply rooms in companies and 
batteries, overflowing with un- 
needed table of allowance issue, 


In facet, supply 
rrooms will have to stock very lit- 
tle in the ef way expendable items. 
SSSCs will become “central sup- 
ply” depots for expendable items. 
Not only units operating on ap- 
propriated funds use the SSSCs. 
Open messes, commissaries and 
other establishments operating 
with non-appropriated funds can 
also be included in the system, 
and will be. This will be done on 
a slightly different basis. 
Whereas companies and bat- 
teries have what might be called 
“limited advance credit accounts,” 
other units will have “unlimited

Biggest objection raised against 
this system has been the possibility 
that individuals would abuse the 
right to “buy” any item in the 
SSSC.

Fort Bliss Troops Called 


To Help Fight 


FORT BLISS, Tex.—More than 
300 soldiers from Fort Bliss moved 
in beside other firefighters last 
week to help fight the worst fire 
in three years in the Lincoln Na- 
tional Forest in New Mexico. 


The task force which left this 
west Texas post Thursday night 
April 26, consisted of Btrys. F and 
G of the 2d Bn., Ist Guided Missile 
Group, 

After four days on the fire lines, 
the men returned to Fort Bliss. 
Only one minor injury was sustain- 
ed during the almost 100 hours of 
constant battling against flames 
which swept 8000 acres of pine 
forest. 

Fire was discovered in the Na- 
tional Forest near Cloudcroft, N. 
M., some 150 miles from Fort Bliss, 
early Thursday morning. In a few 
hours, the blaze was fanned by a 
strong southwest wind into a major 
fire. At noon, Forest Service offi- 
cials notified Fort Bliss some help 
might be needed. 

By 4 p. m. Thursday, the fire was 
completely out of eontrol and 
swiftly covering an area four miles 
long by two wide. The 2d Bn. was 
ordered to leave for the fire area 
as soon as possible.

This is exclusively a Re- 
serve privilege. 

Active dutv Reserve officers com- 
pute their retirement pay accord- 
ing to the number of years credited 
for pay purposes. Thus, if this is 
greater than the actual number of 
years of activé duty the Reservist 
has‘a little “cumshaw” not enjoyed 
by all of the Regular services. 

Active duty Reserve officers who 
are killed xr die from certain in- 
juries while on active duty in 
peacetime, leeve a special monthly 
pension to survivors that is not pay- 
able to those of the Regular serv- 
ices. This can amount to as high 
as $525 a month. Pensions or com- 
pensation for survivors of those 
who die while on active duty as 
members of the Regular services in 
peacetime, ere limited to a monthly 
compensation of $69.50. 

This special Reserve survivor 
benefit is outlined in the .Federal 
Employees Compensation Act. It is 
expected to be eliminated with en- 
actment, within the next 60 days, 
of the new survivor benefits bill. 
Survivors already on the pay roll 
under FECA are not expected to 
lose this special monthly compensa- 
tion pay check. 

FECA benefits have been the 
cause of much resentment from 
personnel of the Regular services. 
The elimination—since it will not 
be made applicable to Regulars— 
is expected to have a salutary re 
action on service morale. 

But resistance to any effort to 
put the Reserve benefits.on a par 
with those sccorded personnel of 
the Regular services will be offered 
by the Reserve Officers Associa- 
tion and other groups. The 1956 
national convention of ROA, sched- 
uled next month-in New Orleans, 
is expected tu enact strong resolu- 
tions on the subject.

The Sparkman-Huddleston bill to 


raise the retirement pay of Reserve 
officers who served in WWI will 
not come up in this session of Con- 
gress. Present plans are to reintro- 
duce it in the next Congress. 

The pending proposal would put 
Reserve officers retired under Title 
III of PI. 810 on a par with officers 
of the Regular services if the in- 
dividual served either as an officer 
or enlisted’ man in WWI. This 
would put Reserve retirement pay 
automatically at 75 percent. 

The proposal has been one of the 
most controversial measures intro- 
duced in this session of Congress. 
Much misinformation has been 
“rumored” about the bill which has 


served to just about “kill it out” 
for this Congress.

What's with ROPA? 


Confusion remains regarding just 
what Congress did to the Reserve 
Officers Perrcnnel Act (“ROPA”). 
The amendment says that if a Re- 
serve officer can make his retire- 
ment within two years under Title 
TI of PL 810, he may be retained 
on active duty for that purpose. 

Section 339 (d) (2) of ROPA 
says that the officer must be able 
to qualif: for retirement before 
attaining age 60. Is this a conflict 
in the law? 

Apparently, any Reserve officer 
so encircled by these two points 
will have te seek enlisted status 
in ordér ‘to attain active duty re- 
tirement. Otherwise there is no 
Army retirement before age 60. .

Literally, he staked everything on his 


eyes. He called into play delicate visual powers which, at that time, 
he did not know he possessed. He had to borrow a new seeing ability 
from those powers. If his’ eyes had flopped under the burden, his 
attempt ata better civilization would have flopped also, 


* 


GETTING RIGHT down to cases, the delicate, little-used—eye 


powers_of thé outdoor man, on which the indoor man placed.a stagger- 
ing load, are located in two kinds of eye muscles. One kind, the six 
“extrinsic” museles, have 6ne end strapped to the outside of the eye- 
ball, and are used to move the eyeball up and down, right and left, 
rotation-wise. The other kind, the “ciliary” muscle, consists of a group 


of fibers surrounding the lens of 


the eye, which are able to make 


the lens thick. or thin by contracting and relaxing. 

Now, contrast the case of prehistoric man with that of his descend- 
ant. The Neanderthal man, for example, went about all day in full 
light, often in bright sunlight. He went to bed at sundown—no strain- 
ing of eyes in the twilight. He looked at big objects, distant objects, 
shifting his gaze continually from one thing to another. 


With this kind of eye use, neith- 
er the extrinsic or motor muscles, 
nor the ciliary muscles, were called 
sharply into play. When you look 
at a distant object (more than 20 
feet away) the two eyes are aligned 
to look in parallel lines, so the 
extrinsic muscles have little work 
to do. 

+ * + 

THE SAME THING applies to 
the ciliary. At that distance, the 
lens assumes its normal thickness 
and can see perfect!y well without 
any pulling at all by the ciliary. 
Therefore all these eye muscles 
are at rest, though the eye is 
“working.” 

Once indoors, at a desk or a 
machine, the picture changes. The 
two eyes are not allowed look in 
parallel lines any longer. At 12 or 
20 inches the lines of gaze must 
come to a point on the object 
looked at. That means that those 
extrinsic muscles must “converge” 
the eyes—roll each eyeball inward 
toward the other, by exactly the 
right, amount. This is something 
totally different froma rolling the 
eyeballs right or left, up or down, 
but always parallel as in distant 
looking. The point is, they are no 
longer parallel. 

With this new need of conver- 
gence, difficulties with the ex- 
trinsic muscles become distressing- 
ly common. ‘Ih some people, the 
eyes pop inward toc far in con- 
verging, or not far enough Chil-

As for the ciliary muscle, it had 
to undertake the comparatively 
new job of “accommodation.” That 
means causing a change in the 
thickness of the eye lens so it can 
focus at close distances, If you can 
imagine the ciliary on the job hour 
after hour, pulling steadily, as the 
eye works at a close-up job, you 
can easily understend the origins 
of eye-strain.

proof of that “big one that 

didn’t get away” takes a form 
called “gyotaku” — where “fish 
artists” make contact ianprediions 
of an angler’s catch.’ 

There are two schools of gyotaku 
art. Either school needs the co- 
operation of a fresh-caught fish. 
The followers of one school apply 
india ink directly to the scales of 
the fish then gently press a special 
paper over it causing a life-like 
imprint to be fransferred from 
scale to paper. 

The other gyotaku school mem- 
bers first press the paper delicately 
over the victim, then gently daub 
colored paints or ink on top of the 
paper bringing out an indirect 
print. A correctly made imprint is 
an accurate scale, fin and gill re- 
production of the inked fish. . 

Either of these print impressions 
shows original size and shape of

additions to services offered or 
changes in rates for those already 
in existence: 

First. airmail service offered was 
between Washington, D. C., Phila- 
delphia and New York. The rate 
was 24 cents per ounce. The stamp 
depicted an early mail plane in 
flight. Two ether airmail stamps 
were issued in 1918, both reflecting

In £923, air service started 
from New York to San ncisco, 
with rates i,ruken into three incre- 
ments, eight cents New York to 
Chicago; 16 cents to Cheyenne and 
24 cents to San Francisco. ‘These 
stamps featured the Mail Service 
insignia and the mail plane in 
flight. 

The rates changed to 19 cents 
in 1926, producing the need for 
a new stamp. A 15-cent issue was 
added in the same year for use 
on contract air mail service. The 
design was retained ‘but the price 
upped to 20 cents in 1927 to re 
flect adjusted postal rates.

FIRST. AFR commemorative was 
the 10-cent stamp saluting Lind- 
bergh.

marked the. flight of. the Graf 
Zeppelin to the Century of Prog- 
ress Exposition. : 


ice brought an. eight-cent stamp in 
1932 and «4 six-cent one in 1934. 


When Trans-Pacific air ‘service 
was launched to Hawaii, Guam, 
and the Philippines in 1935,.a 25- 
cent airmail was ‘issued to accom- 
modate the new rate. This stamp 
shows a seaplane in flight with the 
sun in the background. 

By 1938, airmail had come into 
its own and a special stamp was 
needed to ease recognition of air- 
mail material. This produced the 
six-cent stamp showing an eagle 
with outstrctched wings. Trans- 
Atlantic airmail was handled with 
a 30-cent issue in 1939.
